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HE first five books of the Bible are des- 
ignated as “The Pentateuch,’ but the 
word Pentateuch does not appear in the 
Seriptures. These books were called, col- 
lectively, by the Jews, “the law of Moses.” 
We call them “the Mosaic Law.” Moses was 
the chosen instrument which God used in de- 
livering this message to the human race. 
Genesis 
Genesis is history dawning. Moses looked 
back, under divine anointing, and wrote the 
story of beginnings, in a condensed way. 
The Old Testament begins as the New Test- 
ament closes, with revelation. Abraham is 
‘the great central figure of Genesis. Moses, 
like all good writers, constantly focuses at- 
tention upon the main lines. Things of less 
importance are dismissed with brief com- 
ment. The important feature of the book is 
the promise of the coming Redeemer and 
the line of heredity between Eden and the 
Manger, from which He is to descend, on His 
human side. Like a human Gulf Stream, 
we see a chosen channel of divine heredity 
running through the Chosen People. Gene- 
sis is full of providences showing how God 
was preserving this “blood line” from which 
the Redeemer of the world was to come. 
Exodus 
Geographically, Exodus deals with the 
wanderings of Israel from Goshen to Sinai. 
It gets its name from the Jewish phrase 
“Departure,” meaning, leaving Egyptian 
bondage. Exodus presents the bare, histori- 
cal outline of Israel’s wanderings, their

Adventures In 
Evangelistic Singing

(Editor’s Note: Mr. Harris, one time opera and 
theatrical singer, now devotes all of his talents to 
Christian service laboring as an evangelistic song 
leader. In this article he relates several humorous 
and interesting incidents.) 


FEW years ago in my early ministry 
A of evangelistic song directing I was 

deeply impressed with the idea of al- 
Ways singing a Gospel message instead of 
using songs to display vocal gymnastics. 
Because the singing of hymns gives expres- 
sion to the finer qualities of the soul, an 
evangelistic song-service is not merely “a 
necessary evil”, but should be made a mat- 
ter of real worship. 

Of course the experienced song leader 
knows that it is his duty to pave the way 
and create the proper atmosphere for the 
sermon of the evangelist which is to follow. 
Every part of the program should point to 
one thing, namely to secure definite de- 
cisions, conversions from among the people 
in the audience. 

The greatest music director I have ever 
known says that one of the most vital quali- 
ites in song leadership is for the director to 
know when to “step out of the picture” and 
to always remember that the evangelist (in 
theatrical parlance) is the “main attraction” 
and should have the “spot-light”. Too many 
singers have failed to learn this and the re- 
sult is that the work has suffered. They 
are frequently seen projecting themselves 
where they do not belong and often they 
talk too much and sing too little during the 
song service. A good music director learns 
that he is not expected to be the preacher of 
the evening. 

The following incident illustrates the pow- 
er of song. In a city in northern Indiana 
about six years ago the evangelist was giv- 
ing the invitation for souls to be saved and 
we had sung a couple of good invitation 
hymns but without result. The evangelist 
finally said, “Billy sing a song for us.” I 
chose that familiar song “Where is my 
wandering boy tonight” and then blended it 
with that other old song of ‘Tell Mother 
I'll be there.” 

Immediatetly fourteen men responded to 
the invitation and one man came to me after 
the service and said, “It wasn’t the sermon

PORK AND THE

Introduction 
RUE science and the Bible are the best 
of friends. There is discord between the 
theorics of scientists and the dogmas of 
religionists. Render unto science the things 
that belong to science but render unto God 
the things that are God’s. the 
servant of Christianity, not its master. 
Science reads the book of nature; theology 
reads the Book of books. There is perfect 
harmony between the two books; the diffi- 
culty often arises from the eyes through 

which these books are read. 

One of the amazing things about the 
Pentateuch is the fact of its absolute scien- 
tific accuracy. It is one of the most scien- 
tific documents ever written. Moses was 
one of the greatest scientific minds that 
ever lived. Exact statements of scentific 
laws only discovered in recent years will 
often be found in these sacred pages. 

For instance, it was not until as late as 
1629 that science discovered the fact of the 
circulation of the blood. Sir William Har- 
vey made the discovery. But Moses re- 
vealed the same truth back in Leviticus 
17:11, “The life of the flesh is in the blood.” 

One of the best arguments for the super- 
natural origin of the Pentateuch is the fact 
of its scientific accuracy. 

Scientific Provision For Health 

In bacteriology, psychology, eugenics, 
zoology, geology, astronomy, theology and 
the science of government, Moses was a 
master. Every part of the Mosaic code is 
rooted in some basic scientific law.

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MONEY IS POWER 


¢¢ ONEY IS POWER.” So says a business journal be- 
fore me. And whether we relish the truth or not 
the fact remains that money is largely the power to 
which our modern machinery is harnessed. 
“Money is what makes the mare go,” and “money makes 
the wheels go around.” Yes; but the question is, makes 
whose mare go. and makes what wheels go around? 


Money, in and of itself, is neither good nor bad. Whether 
it is a destructive or a constructive force depends entirely 
upon w hose hands it falls into and what kind of a heart beats 
in the breast of the person or persons administering it. 


Just now we face one of the most acutely critical crisis 
hours in the history of this nation and perhaps in the history 
of the world. This, the richest nation on the face of the earth 
must face the horribly depressing fact that between five and 
six million men and women, thousands of whom honestly de- 
sire to work are denied that honorable privilege, because 
the power of money is wielded by conscinceless shylocks 
who have been carried into power by political parties which 
preach eloquently the Sovern Rights of Free People and then 
so manipulate the affairs of government as to enslave, em- 
barrass and humiliate these same Free People who furnish 
the tax money by which government machinery is operated! 


Tens of thousands of these same Free People, many of 
whom fought, and were ready, if needs be, to lay down their 
lives in order to perpetuate this glorious “land of the free and 
home of the brave,” will be hungry, ragged, sick and broken 
before the blue birds come again and the cowslips bloom 
yellow in the moist places. 


One half of the gold of the world is locked in the vaults 
of the United States gathering dust. We have broken the 
back of nations indebted to us and consequently they can 
neither buy nor manufacture. We “wield the balance of 
power” but some of us would like to know what in the name 
of all that is sane this “power” will do for us when the seeds 
of radicalism have taken root in the fertile soil of starvation 
and rags and finally produce a monstrous hate which will 
blow our high powered government machinery to Hades and 
leave in its bloody trail a wreck worse than the wreck of 
Rome? Impossible you say? My friend you are not think- 
ing straight. Five millions of hungry, cold, ragged folk who 
want to work and who are not allowed to do so, when the 
whole situation could he changed by this government within 
sixty days, are sooner or later going to discover the facts and 
when they do, God help us! 


This great army of cold and hungry taxpaying country 
loving citizens are not going to be put off much longer with 
our shallow show of sympathy in the form of soup houses 
and handout shops. They want an opportunity to toil hon- 
estly and by the fruit of their toil support themselves and 
their families in honor and self respect. 

If some of our Aunt Susan statesmen do not know the 
remedy for this situation some of us could suggest several 
for their consideration. 

“Money is power.” I am inclined to think so as I study 
a set of figures which show that every presidential election, 
save one, since 1896 gave the presidency to the party spend- 
ing the most money. 

Here are the figures as furnished to the United States 
Senate. 

1896 Republican Party spent 3% millions. The Demo- 
erats $675,000. McKinley was elected. 

1900 Republican Party 2% millions. The Democrats 
$425,000. McKinley was elected. 
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1904 Republican Party $1,900,000. Democrats $700,000. 
Roosevelt was elected. 

1908 Taft, $1,655,518. Bryan, $900,000. Taft was elected. 

1912 Wilson $1,130,000. Taft, $1,070,000. Wilson was 
elected. 

1916 (The one exception, and we may account for this by 
the popular slogan) Wilson, $1,958,000; Hughes, $3,829,000; 
Wilson was elected. 
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1920 Harding, $5,319,729; Cox, $1,318,374. Harding was 


elected. 
1924 Coolidge, $3,063,952; Davis. $903,908; LaFollette 
$221,977; Coolidge was elected. 


1928 Hoover, $9,433,604.30; Smith, $7,152,511.43; Hoover 
was elected. 

It is possible, of course, that all of this was an accident 
but I wonder? 

There is a campaign oratory every four years to the ef- 
fect that the great voting citizenry is entirely free from the 
corrupting influence of money. These same sky-rocket ora- 
tors paint us glowing pictures of sturdy God-fearing people 
wending their way to the polls each election to cast a ballot 
which bears no price tags. It is a glorious vision but I 
wonder? 

Yes sir, the great corporations and banking houses tell 
us that they fairly bleed for the people at this moment but 
to date mighty few of them have made a move to alleviate 
the condition where their money interests are concerned. 

They tell us the country is suffering from over-produc- 
tion. 

Some time ago I saw oranges by the carload lying on the 
ground to rot and was told the reason for this criminal waste 
was that freight rates were so high that the grower could 
not afford to ship them to an eastern market. Some time 
after I saw apples by the carload floating down the Columbia 
River and when I asked the reason for this waste I received 
the same answer. Still later I saw whole fields of berries 
left to rot for the same reason and this year, with millions in 
dire distress, I have seen wheat left standing in the field be-_ 

‘ause the price offered by the money powers was less than 
the price of growing the crop. I have seen salmon dumped 
into the sea because the price would have been forced down 
by putting them on the market. Our oil producers are un- 
able to operate because big money in this country is inter- 
ested in foreign fields where production is much cheaper and 
therefore the profits are larger. Overproduction? Strange 
paradox. We are so rich we are poor! Have so much we 
are starving and are so prosperous that we are bankrupt! 
Great is the mystery of high finance! 

“Money is power.” No doubt about it. It enslaves the 
nation, eats like a canker into the market of civilization, rots 
the fiber of character, burns the fine sentiment out of home, 
makes grafters of those set for the defense of law and gov- 
ernment, makes cringing cowards of men supposed to be the 
Prophets of the Most High God and is the Molech to which 
we offer a generation which will soon take the reins of gov- 
ernment. 

“Money makes the wheels go around.” Most assuredly, 
but there is such a thing as turning the wheels so fast that 
it is impossible to stop at a moment of crisis! A hundred 
miles an hour and nothing to do when we get there? That’s 
us. We are on our way. Thousands do not know where we 
are going, but we are going to arrive fast and in a cloud of 
dust discover that we have driven over the brink and into the 
grave yard of the worlds’ dead nations! Only one thing un- 
der God’s shining stars can stop us: An old fashioned re- 
vival that will sanctify the lust of money power out of our 
natures and give us the vision of stewardship and unselfish 
service.

15:13 for one who may have handled dis- 
eased flesh, “Wash his clothes, and bathe his 
flesh in running water.” Again in Num- 
bers 19:17, “Running water shall be put 
thereto in a vessel.” 

Why “running water?” A few thousand 
years have passed and now we know why. 
After handling diseased flesh, dead people, 
old and polluted things, modern science has 
discovered the accumulation of contagious 
infinitesimal bacteria, millions of which fast- 
en themselves to the hands of persons hand- 
ling such objects. These disease germs 
multiply by contacting the heat of the hu- 
man body and the person touching them is 
exposed. To use still water in a vessel 
would be to pollute it after the first dip, as 
the bowl would instantly fill with germs. 
But not so with “running water.” Flowing 
water would constantly carry away the dis- 
ease bacteria. This is well known to mod- 
ern science and Moses knew it. He was 
taking precautions, in a hot climate, to 
guard the health of his people. 

We quarantine homes having contagious 
diseases in this enlightened age but Moses 
introduced this system for the welfare of 
his nation. In Leviticus, we read of how 
diseased persons were frequently isolated 
“without (outside) the camp” and lepers 
“shall go forth out of the camp.” Leviti- 
cus, the fifteenth chapter, tells of the care 
exercised with lepers and persons suffering 
from body sores. Extreme caution was used 
to prohibit the spread of all contagions. 

If a Jew slept in a bed, put on the gar- 
ments, or sat in a seat or saddle where a 
leper or a person with a running sore had 
been, the Jew was pronounced “unclean” 
from one to seven days until the seat, bed, 
clothing or saddle should be purged by 
water or fire. The body of the person thus 
contaminated must also be completely 
cleaned by water. 

Moses declared against the eating of any 
flesh that was killed by strangling or dying 
of itself. Moses knew the great scientific 
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truth that putrid blood is poison. The 
nervous shock to the blood and flesh of an 
animal killed by strangling produces a poi- 
sonous condition making it unfit for table 
use. The law provided carefully for the 
bleeding and draining of flesh to be used for 
food. 

One well known writer says, “This in- 
cludes a chicken whose neck has been wrung 
instead of being cut so as to properly bleed 
the victim; also, all creatures that are killed 
with a hammer instead of being bled, as are 
most of our beef cattle in this country. The 
law provided that a keen knife be used to 
bleed them, thus enabling the heart to pump 
all the blood from the veins and leave the 
flesh free from all deleterious matter, which 
can never be done if the action of the heart 
is stopped by first striking down the animal. 
Has this law become obsolete? Never, as 
Jesus said, ‘Till heaven and earth pass 
away.’ For our physical welfare only, God 
wisely and kindly forbade the eating of 
blood in any and all forms. As an article 
of diet there are few more dangerous sub- 


stances known than putrid blood. It is a 
venomous poison, and even the most 


thorough cooking does not entirely destroy 
the direful results. The daredevil acts of 
some butchers in drinking warm blood are 
based on the densest ignorance, and yield 
their fearful fruits later in an imbruted soul 
and a diseased brain and body.” 


Leviticus Eleven 

The eleventh chapter of Leviticus is one 
of the mountain peaks of the Mosaic law. 
It deals with diet. If the system promul- 
gated here was observed today, the human 
race would be immune to about nine-tenths 
of its diseases. An old proverb says, “Tell 
me what you eat and I will tell you what 
you are.” There is a very real sense in 
which we are physically, just what we eat. 
Leviticus 11:2, “These are the beasts which 
ye shall eat among all the beasts that are 
on the earth. Whatsoever parteth the hoof, 
and is clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat.” 

These instructions were not arbitrary 
with the Lord or Moses. They were revela- 
tions of great moral laws meant for the bet- 
terment of the nation. To oppose these 
laws was to break laws intended for the 
highest good of the people. The instruc- 
tions were rooted in true science. Who told 
Moses? 

When the animals were killed and bled 
properly, Israel was permitted to eat cud- 
chewing, clovenfooted land animals, and 
water animals possessing fins and scales. 

In verses four to seven the following ani- 
vals are forbidden: camel, coney, hare and 
swine. Certain fowls are forbidden while 
others are permitted. 

The animal possessing a cud and divided 
hoof has virtually three stomachs as refin- 
ing and purifying centers. They take in 
only vegetable foods and it requires twenty- 
four hours for this food to change into flesh. 
The food is refined, cleansed, purified, with 
poisonous matter removed by the cud-pro- 
cess before it is built into the physical 
structure of the animal. It was not a mat- 
ter of religious ceremony that the cud- 
chewing beast was permitted for food. It 
was a physiological provision for the wel- 
fare of the nation and for all subsequent 
generations that would abide by these super- 
naturally inspired instructions.

“And the swine, though he divide the 


den. 
hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he cheweth 
not the cud; he is unclean to you.”—Leviti- 


cus 11:7. The hog is an ugly creature. 
Nothing good can be said about him. The 
hog was in his proper sphere when Jesus 
cast the demons out of the Gadarene and 
into him as described in the eighth chapter 
of Luke. 

The swine’s anatomy produces a bad ap- 
petite and it has a poorly built stomach. 
Within three hours from the time he grunts 
out of the mud to his swill-trough or putrid 
carrion, he may be butchered and man may 
eat him, assured that the dirty, filthy, dis- 
eased, matter has been changed into flesh, 
pork chops and spareribs. Moses passes 
condemnation upon this kind of food. The 
best the hog can give you is produced from 
the dirtiest, filthiest, most rotten, most dis- 
eased material in the world. He is the 
muckraker of the farm. The food that it 
eats is polluted even before it passes into 
his polluted body. The best of modern 
science says that many of the worst dis- 
eases to which western civilization is sub- 
ject today, can be traced to the blunder of 
eating pork. Moreover, in a moral sense, 
animal flesh stirs to action the baser pas- 
sions of the flesh life of depraved human 
nature—the very passions which Christians 
should be most eager to have destroyed 
through self-crucifixion. 

The hog can live only about eight years 
at best because his diet is so deadly poison. 
“The swine is a scavenger, the turkey buz- 
zard of the animal kingdom, the hyena or 
jackal of civilization; and, notwithstanding 
the preaching of some to the contrary, God 
has never cleansed or sanctified or trans- 
formed him. He is still a hog.”—This is 
the language of one informed scholar. 

Eat swine and inherit from him all man- 
ner of blood diseases, stomach troubles, 
liver ills, cancers and tumors! He is the 
eause of much human suffering. He de- 
served the curse that Moses placed upon 
him. Jews and Japanese who eat no pork 
know little or nothing of the diseases which 
the hog hung on ancient Egypt and the 
western civilization of today. It is said 
that there was no word for cancer in the 
original Hebrew language. However, can- 
cer has become a fearful curse among Jews 
in recent years, and all because the modern 
Jew is “letting down the bars” on pork eat- 
ing. 

An eminent preacher has this to say: 

“If you examine carefully you will find a 
small abrasion just behind the front foot of 
the pig. Rub it off clean and press the leg 
just above the abrasion and you may 
squeeze a teaspoonful of dirty matter from 
it. This is an outlet to a sewer-pipe that 
may be traced all through the animal’s 
body. It helps to drain off the teeming 
filth with which the system is filled. If 
this external opening becomes clogged, the 
animal will run about and grunt and rub 
his leg on anything handy, and manifest 
great pain. He seems almost to know that 
he will soon sicken of so-called cholera and 
blood-poison and die of his own internal 
filth, unless he keeps this sewer open. 

“On a close analysis of this filthy, scrofu- 
lous serum, or the ‘culture’ of its bacilli un- 
der varied conditions, it is seen to contain 
the elements of many dangerous diseases;

yet how toothsome is pickled pigs’ feet to 
ignorance, unbelief, and disobedience. It is 
this internal and intrinsic vileness that 
causes a large percentage of our hogs to be 
filled with trichina and results in such 
havoc to human health. 

“We might be excused from diverting our 
attention from the scientific side of this 
discussion long enough to insert a few re- 
marks on this heaven-forbidden American 
delicacy. This creature that has been con- 
demned both logically and theologically, 
takes precedence with ignorance over all the 
creatures of creation as an article of diet. 
He, of all creatures, is literally devoured. 
His body is eaten, his head turned into head 
cheese, and even his ears and tail inserted. 
His blood is turned into blood pudding; his 
stomach is transformed into tripe; his feet 
are pickled; his intestines are used for sau- 
sage covers, his heart, liver and kidneys are 
cooked; and his very bristles are sought for 
wax ends, etc. There is not even his grunt 
left unused, for the transgressors against 
God and nature’s laws take up this undesir- 
able remnant, and often grunt with disease 
and squeal in pain caused by their folly. 
Surely a man is what he eats. Is the law 
against this dirty, deadly diet obsolete? 
Ask the dyspeptic, the cancerous victim, or 
the consumptive.” : 

Law and Grace 

Jesus had great respect for the Law of 
Moses. While some of the ordinances of 
worship were set aside by the advancement 
of Christianity over the rites and symbols of 
Jewish worship yet the great moral laws of 
the Mosaic code remain unchanged. Jesus 
said, “Till heaven and earth pass, one jot 
or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the 
law, till all be fulfilled.”

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SAVONAROLA 
--A Defender of the Faith 
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Someone has called the Dark Ages “the 
Devil’s Millennium”. At the time of this 
story, the world was passing through the 
birth-pangs of the Reformation. In the 
year 1453 there was born in the city of 
Florence a son who was destined to be God’s 
battering-ram to his day and generation. 
His name was Savonarola. 

Florence was in her glory. The city was 
festering with vice. Monks peddled indul- 
gences. The people of Europe were kept in 
superstition. Monasteries were filled with 
gluttony. Convents were places for concu- 
binage. The pope had supreme authority. 

Savonarola was given an education. While 
young he entered a Dominican monastery. 
Hypersensitive of conscience, he spent his 
days in fasting and prayer until his body 
became emaciated and his appearance al- 
most ghostly. Years were spent poring 
over the pages of the Bible and delving into 
philosophy. His soul revolted against the 
evils of the Church. He dared to think for 
himself. His special interest was in the 
moral condition of the people. 

At the age of 30, he began to preach. At 
first he was a failure. Being discouraged 
he retired to rough mountain villages. How- 
ever, by 1490 he had become noted for his 
eloquence and was made pastor of St. 
Mark’s Chapel of Florence. Buildings soon 
proved too small to accommodate the multi- 
tudes who wanted to see and hear the cour- 
ageous reformer. Though he was like a 
“voice crying in the wilderness” of immoral- 
ity, yet he dared to cry out against the sins 
of his day. If Luther tried to destroy evil 
at its top-root, Savonarola tried to kill the 
foul growth. 

3y the time his ministry had reached ma- 
turity everything was in a state of decay. 
One writer says of him, “Such majestic fer- 
vor, such terrible emphasis, as to break 
through all apathy, al! delusions, and fill 
the people with remorse, astonish them by 
his revelations, and make them feel that su- 
pernatural powers, armed with the terrors 
of omnipotence, would hurl them into hell 
unless they repented.” Hear Savonarola as 
he says, “Oh, harlot Church! Thou hast 
made thy deformities apparent to all the 
world.’ 

Another writer says, “He was transcen- 
dent in his oratorical gifts, the like of 
which before had not been witnessed in 
Italy. He was a born orator, as vehement 
as Demosthenes.” Naturally such a man 
would draw to himself the wrath of the 
Pope and the degenerate, apostate Church. 
This Pope, Alexander VI, was “known as a 
base libertine and drunkard”. When he or- 
dered Savonarola to quit preaching on the 
threat of ex-communication, the reformer 
only nthe and returned to his task with 
greater zeal than ever. 

Finally Alexander threatened to excom- 
municate the entire city of Florence if the 
preacher was not silenced. No greater dis- 
grace could come upon any city than this. 
The end was now in sight. The great leader 
thought the people would stand by him in 
the crisis hour, but sentiment turned 
against him. Letters written to men promi- 
nent in public life were intercepted by offi- 
cials and never reached their destinations. 

Fiendish tormentors, working for the 
Pope, tortured him in the most horrible 
ways. The mob began to clamor for his 
blood. He was 45 years old when he was 
led to martyrdom. Instead of disposing of 
him by way of the stake he was taken to 
the scaffold. With perfect poise he mount- 
ed the public platform prepared for his 
execution on the public square, not far from

Notice the arrow on the map pointing to 
Arecibo on the northern side of the Island.

“El Defensor His- 
pano”, the Spanish Defender, is published 
there. Mr. Ramos, a_ fine, consecrated 
young man who speaks and writes both 
English and Spanish, devotes his entire time 
to the office work, letter writing, the mail- 
ing of “El Defensor Hispano”, etc. The 
Arecibo office is a miniature reproduction 
of the world headquarters of tne Move- 
ment in Wichita. Through the Arecibo 
channel we have access to 60,000,000 Span- 
ish-speaking people, the majority of whom 
are ignorant of the Gospel. What a mis- 
sionary challenge! 


Guayama 

On the south side of the Island, at Guay- 
ama, we have one of the liveliest Protestant 
centers in all the West Indies, ““Tabernaculo 
Defensors”, (Defenders Tabernacle) where 
large numbers of souls have been saved. 
Our Guayama pastor is Rev. Jose Polanco, 
who also has charge of the 13 interior 
preaching-points called “Defenders Chap-

els”. 


Rev. Rodriguez writes that on the last 
day of 1931 he baptized 32 converts, results 
of the Winrod meetings in Guayama. 


Aquada 

Another arrow on the map points to 
Aquada, the place where Columbus landed 
on his second voyage in 1498. This is the 
only United States possession ever touched 
by Columbus. He did not discover Amer- 
ica. He discovered only the West Indies. 
Had a strong wind not blown him off of his 
course. taking him to the West Indies, Ro- 
man Catholicism, instead of Protestantism, 
would have been brought to North Ameri- 
ca. Thank God for the wind that took him 
out of his path! Seripture asks, “Hath the 
winds a father?” In the face of this provi- 
dence, the only answer to the question is an 
emphatic “YES”.

Givers may also 
rest assured that not a dime given through 
this avenue will go to promulgate Modern- 
ism on the foreign field, as is the case with 
many denominations! All contributipns go 
directly to the faithful dissemination of the 
MESSAGE which the Lord left on earth 
when He ascended to glory. His final words 
to us were, “Ye shall be my witnesses.”

that started me 
was your last solo. 


heavenward tonight but it 
It brought back fond 
memories of my dear old mother who has 
prayed for me these many years as I have 
wandered like a vagabond over the earth in 
sin.” That brought to me the full realiza- 
tion of what a Gospel song can be made to 
mean to a sin-burdened soul. 

I have also found that a song leader must 
be constantly on the alert. Incidents are 
invaribly occuring which would be tragic to 
the appeal of the evangelist if they were not 
“jroned out” before the sermon. For in- 
stance the following incident is recalled to 
my mind. 

While I was engaged in an evangelistic 
campaign in a central state we had invited 
as special guests that evening all of the 
mothers of the community and had arranged 
appropriate music for the occasion. A 
young man of the church came to me and 
said he would like to have his lady friend 
sing a solo. I told him that the program was 
about full but would try to work it in some 
way. Then I asked, “By the way what song 
is she going to use?” He replied, “My 
Mother’s Eyes.” You could have knocked 
me over with a feather as I immediately 
recognized this song to be one of the popu- 
lar jazz melodies from George Jessel’s lat- 
est musical comedies. Needless to say the 
young lady did not sing. 

In this connection I am thinking of the 
music committee which brought a young 
lady to a meeting one evening for a solo. 
Without thinking to ask her what she was 
going to sing the song leader announced her 
special number. She arose and began sing- 
ing, “I want to go there don’t you?” and the 
evangelist’s subject for the evening was 
“Hell.” You can readily see what a furore 
was caused as the evangelist walked on the 
platform before she finished the song. 
The leader had to go through ancther song 
service and get the solo out of the people’s 
mind before the evangelist could preach. 

I remember the dele ge ation of two hundred 
voices that came to sing one night. With- 
out waiting for the pianist to give them the 
right chord they stood hurriedly and began. 
They had the hymn pitched so high they 
could not reach it though they tried Ror 
and again. Finally, they sat down thorough- 
ly embarrassed. The song leader saved the 
situation by telling this story: An old lady 
in a church who always wanted to “shine” 
and lead the singing started one Sunday to 
use the song, “He is the Fairest of Ten 
Thousand to my Soul.” The high note 
comes on the word “Ten” and when she got 
up to that note her voice was just a screech. 
She tried again and it was worse than be- 
fore. Bravely she made one more supreme 
attempt and her voice broke with a miser- 
able squeak. Then presently a deep voice 
from the baleony said, “Try it again sister 
with Five thousand instead of Ten and 
you'll make it.” By the quick use of this 
story the song leader turned the sad em- 
barrassment of the delegation into pro- 
longed laughter and made everybody happy. 

It is also necessary for the director to 
watch his gestures w hen leading congrega- 
tional singing. I am thinking of the time 
when a song leader announced the number, 
“When the Roll is Called up Yonder I’ll be 
there,” and kept pointing down to the floor 
each time on the word “there.” 

However in spite of one’s best efforts 
sometimes he finds himself in perplexing 
circumstances. I remember ina serv ice one 
night I got up to sing Mr. Price’s beautiful 
song “Alone” and as I arose I said, “I will 
sing ‘Alone,’” and I couldn’t understand 
why so many people began to laugh. 

One stunt which all leaders use is to have 
the people sing a song with a fast chorus 
and teach them to stop abruptly at a cer- 


tain word. Perfect silence rests over the 
audience for a few seconds before singing 
the next word. Invariably someone will 
“chirp” out a syllable, thus breaking the 
silence, to the great amusement of all. One 
evening a music director noticed that two 
old ladies were talking earnestly during the 
song, paying no attention to the leader, and 
one of them appeared to be hard-of-hearing. 
He announced a chorus in which everyone 
was to stop abruptly but the women, busy 
with their conversation, paid no attention. 
At the dramatic moment when silence sud- 
denly fell upon the crowd, one old lady was 
heard to shout to the other, “Oh is that the 
way you cook yours? Well I fry mine in 
lard.” The audience was convulsed. 


Another amusing incident occurred when 
a preacher said to a man in the audience, 
“Come up here and sing ‘In the Garden ” 
The story is also told of a traveling man 
walking the streets of a strange town one 
Sunday evening, going past three churches: 
the first was singing, “Will there be any 
Stars in my Crown?” the second, “No Not 
One,” and the third, “O that will be glory 
for me.” 


In closing I want to tell a story that I 
heard Mr. Homer Rodeheaver tell concern- 
ing an experience he had some years ago in 
Akron, Ohio. A man came to him with a 
familiar phrase which we song leaders often 
hear in our travels. The man said, “I have 
the greatest tenor singer in the world with 
me tonight and I want you to have him 
sing.” Mr. Rodeheaver was of course sus- 
picious, but said, “If you can vouch for the 
singer yourself personally, bring him on.” 
The man soon returned saying, “Mr. Rode- 
heaver I want you to meet Mr. Evan Wil- 
liams.” 


Imagine Mr. Rodeheaver’s amazement 
when he stood facing the great Evan Wil- 
liams, whom critics all over the world have 
called “the greatest of all oratorio singers.” 
There has always been a difference of opin- 
ion as to which possessed the best voice and 
ability, John McCormack or Evan Williams. 

What song would the great singer use at 
a Billy Sunday evangelistic service ?—this 
question went through Mr. Rodeheaver’s 
mind at the moment. Being a master of all 
the great classics, would he select one of 


them in order to display his voice? No, 
Evan Williams was great enough to be 
humble. As he walked to the pulpit, the 
large audience stormed its applause, but 
was soon melted, as the world-known artist 
yt to sing the simple Gospel hymn, 


“ad Kindly Light.”

| Pope Urges Unity of All 
Christian Faiths

“Pope Urges Unity of all Christian, 
Faiths”—this title appeared on the front 
page of a large newspaper following the 
recent encyclical of the Pope wherein he 
gave an invitation to all Protestant bodies 
to come back home. To say the least, the 
gentleman does not seem to be suffering 
from an inferiority complex. 

This stroke of bigotry of course produced 
a great deal of resentment. In the lan- 
guage of the street, no doubt many felt 
like asking, “Just who does he think he is 


anyway?” Courageous Bishop Edwin 
DuBose Mouzon of the South Methodist 
Church retaliated with this thrust, “I in- 


vite the Pope to join the Methodist Church. 
I have little patience with the persons who 
are saying there is no place for denomina- 
tionalism. I believe God has a great place 
for Methodism.” 

The name of the much discussed encycli- 
cal, written in Latin, was called “Lux Veri- 
tatis,” meaning “The Light of Truth.” It 
came commemorating the 1500th anniver- 
sary of the Council of Ephesus which re- 
affirmed the traditional belief that Mary 
was “the Mother of God.” Catholics gen- 
erally the world over pray fifty prayers, to 
or through, Mary, where one is offered to 
the Christ. 

“Lux’—or rather, “The Light of Truth” 
asks, “Are they, (Protestants) perhaps, 
ignorant of, or do not they reflect atten- 
tively on the fact that nothing can be more 
acceptable to Jesus Christ, who certainly 
burns with great love for his mother, than 
to venerate her according to her merits, to 
love her deeply. ....?” But we are re- 
minded that Jesus, in conscious recognition 
of His deity, when in the act of performing 
His first recorded miracle thus demonstrat- 
ing supernatural credentials, had this to say 
to Mary, “Woman, what have I to do with 
thee?” His deity was to be displayed in 
the performance of a miracle and at that 
moment He reminded His own mother that 
He was God. 

The pagan concept of exalting Mary to a 
position of superiority to the Son of God 
had its root in ancient Babylon where we 
find that black, vicious, old Nimrod was por- 
trayed with his mother exactly as pagan 
Rome displays the Madonna and her son 
today. Modern Mary-worship is simply a 
revamping of old Babylonian paganism, car- 
ried over and dressed up in New Testament 
terminology. 

After referring to his statement as com- 
ing from “this supreme chair of truth,” the 
Pope says he is “confident that (Protest- 
ants) being convinced by history, life’s 
teacher, will be able to feel at least a long- 
ing for one fold under one shepherd and for 
a return to that true faith which is jeal- 
ously conserved, ever secure and inviolate, 
in the Roman Church.” We wonder if he 
really believes “the true faith’ has been 
“conserved” and held “secure” by the hier- 
archy. If his colossal system were to have 
all of its idolatry, paganism and humbug 
peeled off, there would be precious little 
faith left. 

The invitation to return to the “fold” was 
timed and aimed primarily for the old 
Orthodox Eastern Church. For a_ long, 
long time the Church of England has sym- 
pathized with the Greek Church because of 
Roman abuses and proselytism. Rome, like 
a jealous swain has turned green with envy 
as the Eastern church and the Church of 
England have flirted. Now fearing a wed- 
ding the Pope makes a final, determined 
effort to cut his way into the affair. With

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The Land of the Bible 
Then—and ‘Today

Here is a “‘dream trip” to the scenes of the International S. S. Lessons for this quarter. 
It is second only to visiting the land yourself. 


This is to be a story of 
the “land” as it is today. 
It is being written in the 
hope that it will bring 
many thousands closer to 
Christ and closer to His 
2 teachings. 

In this story, it is our aim to take you ona 
“dream trip” to the Holy Land—to let you 
visit in your mind the scene of each Inter- 
national S. S. Lesson during the current quar- 
ter. You will find it inspiring. It will make 
each lesson more vivid—alive—forceful. 

In order to gain the maxi- 
mum from our descriptions, I 
suggest that you preserve this 
article, preferably in your Bible. 
As you study each lesson you 
will find it intensely interesting 
to read how the land in this 
particular locality appearstoday. 
You will obtain a clearer picture 
of the lesson and situations which 
prompted the teachings. It will 
be much easier to apply those 
teachings to our modern world. 

So come with us—for a dream 
trip. It is afternoon. Our giant 
ship has left Phaleron Bay and 
is steaming majestically toward 
Beirut. We have been refreshed 
in body and mind by days at 
sea on the palatial liners of the 





Beirut today is the port of Syria, a French 
protectorate, and the precise efficiency of the 
omnipresent French Colonial troops form a 
marked contrast to the world we seek. So 
we do not tarry but, in imagination, trans- 
port ourselves immediately to the land of the 
second lesson. 

On January 10, our lesson tells the story of 
the First Disciples (John 1:35-45). In the 
days of our Lord and, even to this day, the 
roads between Galilee and Jerusalem were 
almost impassable during the spring season. 
Hence the natural and less difficult way to 





not unlike those the Saviour visited; the 
stone fences and roads are almost identical, 
and in some cases have remained unchanged. 

The exact location within the city, where 
Nicodemus visited Jesus is not known how- 
ever there are many typical homes still exist- 
ing that will give us the required back- 
ground, During the week of the Passover 
the Jewish residents of the city conduct the 
ceremony in exactly the same manner as they 
have for more than 3000 years. This is one 
of the times they appear at the “Wailing 
Wall’ in large numbers to lament because of 
the destruction of the Temple 
and the dispersion of their race. 
Originally the wall was a part 
of Solomon’s Temple, but now 
it forms the eastern wall of the 
Mosque of Omar area. 


Drink at Jacob’s Well 


There is so much to see in 
Jerusalem that it is difficult for 
us to leave, but the next lesson 
takes us to Samaria, so once 
more we must yield to the wings 
of our imagination. The lesson 
for January 24, is the story of 
the Samaritan woman (John 
4:9-26) and takes place out- 
side the city of Sychar at Jacob’s 
Well. Samaria was the land

and are looking forward eagerly 
to the days ahead in the Holy 
Land. The islands of the Greek archipelago 
are both to right and left of us. 

There is one especially which attracts us. 
Like the others, it has huge cliffs of 
solid rock which tower over the blue 
waters of the Aegean Sea like battle- 
ments. It is the island known to all 
Christians by the name of Patmos, and 
it was there St. John received the | 
Revelation. In all, the island is only { ¢ 
ten miles long and six miles wide. 

The first lesson of 1932 is found in 
the first eighteen verses of the Gospel ac- 
cording to St. John. There the apostle tells 
the story of the Son of God coming to earth. 
As he sat on the rocks of Patmos and gazed 
out to sea, no doubt his thoughts turned back- 
ward to those glorious years he spent with 
the Saviour. Now as we gaze at Patmos we 
too can turn back our thoughts to the teach- 
ings which have meant so much to us. 

But we do not stop at Patmos. Interest- 
ing though it is because of the association 
with St. John, a still greater interest lies 
ahead. Beirut—the Gateway to the Holy 
Land, will be reached the following day, 
so, as the sun sinks into the sea behind us, 
we take one last look at Patmos and turn 
our eyes eastward. 








of Christians across the ocean this year. 


make the journey was to follow the fertile 
Jordan valley. This the Saviour was doing 
when the Baptism took place. The exact 
location is not known but presumably 
it was due east of Jericho. The re- 
cruiting of the disciples took place east 
of the Plain of Esdraelon, and con- 
tinued on to the southeast of the Sea 
of Galilee, thence around to Bethsaida 
on the north, 

Today the fertile valley of the Jordan 
is still tilled by peasants; shepherds 
watch their flocks; and on the Sea of Galilee 
the fishermen still stretch their nets as they 
have done for thousands of years. The natives 
who now inhabit the land are of almost pure 
Semitic blood, but of course they are not of 
the Jewish religion. Ever since the wave of 
Islam swept the land they have been wor- 
shippers of the Mohammedan faith. These 
natives, in all probability, are very similar 
types and possibly direct descendants of the 
ones our Lord knew and loved so well. 

We shall meet many of them as we follow 
the Jordan southward and then cross the hills 
to Jerusalem. The lesson for January 17, is 
based on the story of Jesus and Nicodemus 
as related by the apostle John (John 3: 1-16). 
The city today has many homes which are 


south of Galilee, yet its residents 

were not of the Jewish faith. 
An arid country like all of Palestine, water 
was a precious possession and wells were 
owned by the community. Jacob's Well was 
was dug by Jacob and bequeathed accord- 
ing to legend, to the Samaritans who cher- 
ished it highly. It is one of the very few 
artesian wells in Palestine. ‘Today it still 
exists and still furnishes water to the thirsty. 
The stones about it are worn with time. 
Innumerable thousands have refreshed them-

selves from its waters and rested by its side, 
just as Jesus did on the day of cur lesson. 

In appearance the well is not radically 
different than the wells one sees on the older 
American and European farms. The diam- 
eter of the well is about five feet. Around 
it a wall of natural rock is built to a height 
of about three feet and every day the native 
women could be seen drawing their water 
supply in earthenware vessels. 


From Galilee to Jerusalem 


For our next lesson, that of January 31, 
we must proceed still further northward to 
the shores of the Sea of Galilee. This les- 
son (John 6:1-13, 48-51) tells the story of 
Jesus feeding the multitude. The scene 
probably was on the northeastern slope of 
the Sea of Galilee. The Sea of Galilee, like 
the Dead Sea, is lower than the level of the 
Mediterranean, but unlike the larger body 
of water it is not excessively salty. The 
water is slightly brackish but nevertheless it 
is commonly used for drinking. ‘The scene 
of this lesson is one of loveliness and beauty. 
With a background of dark hills 
the multitude rests on the green % 
velvet of the plains, the sea 
sparkling in the sunlight just as 
we see it today. 

Now we must retrace our steps 
to Jerusalem for the sixth lesson 
In Jericho, as in all Palestine, women 
still sit before their doors and make 
bread as their ancestors have done {for 


thousands o 
years. 


of the year—that of February 7. It is taken 
from John 8: 31-36 and again we see Jesus 
in scholarly discussion with the Jews. These 
discussions may have taken place in the 
temple itself or possibly beneath the shade of 
one of the multitude of olive trees. As we 
wander through the city we shall see innum- 
erable spots, all of which He visited, and 
any one of which may have been the exact 
spot where He said to the world, “The truth 
shall make you free” (John 8:32). 

As in all ancient cities, the streets of Jeru- 
salem are narrow and winding. Squat houses 
are built close to both sides of the road. 
Travelers on foot, donkeys laden with all 
manner of burdens, herds of sheep and goats, 
camels, and even modern motor cars wind 
their way through the streets. Ancient olive 
and fig trees nod lazily and provide refresh- 
ing shade for the wayfarers. 

Likewise the setting for the lesson of 
February 14 is within the city of Jerusalem. 
It is the story of the man born blind as told 
in John 9: 1-11, 30-38, and as we visit Jeru- 
salem it will be easy for us to picture the 
group on that memorable Sabbath morning. 
We will see the blind beggar groping toward 
the pool of Siloam which is located oa the 


outskirts of the city to the southeast. On 
either side of the streets are low walls of 
stone by which the beggar guides himself. 
And as we dream, we will wonder if some 
of these very stones were not touched by His 
hands—if some of these walls did not pro- 
vide a place for Him to rest during the heat 
of the day. 

Now we must leave the city again and fly 
on our wings of imagination into the coun- 
tryside where the sheep still graze as they 
have for thousands of years. For although 
the lesson for February 21 (John 10: 1-16) 
probably was spoken within the city, the 
parable will be made more vivid by a visit 
to one of the flocks that shepherds still tend 
among the hills. 

In the land today, even as 
in the time of our Lord, sheep 
are one of the most impor- 
tant of the domestic animals. 
Among the rocks and _ hills 
and on the desert there is 
a comparatively limited 
amount of food, even for 
these hardy animals. The 
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good shepherd guides his flock to the 
fields of plenty. The indolent or ignor- 
ant suffer their sheep to be lost. As 
we look at flocks the words“The Lord 
is my shepherd” will take a new sig- 
nificance—for a shepherd in the land 
of the Bible either gives life or de- 
stroys it. 
‘lo Bethany. Beyond the walls of 
Jerusalem to the southeast, lies the 
village of Bethany where Lazarus lived 
with his sisters, Mary and Martha. Our 
lesson for February 28 is one of the 
most beautiful in the entire gospel (John 
11: 32-44) and on our visit to Bethany it 
will seem as if time had turned back 2000 
years and we too were among the witnesses 
to the greatest of His miracles. Bethany has 
changed little throughout the ages. Squat 
buildings of stone. A well centuries old, 
still supplies the water that women carry in 
earthen jars, just as did Mary and

nearly 2000 years ago. 
preserved. During our dream 
trip we shall visit them—a 
house of stone—a sepulchre of 
native rock. Their authenticity 
does not concern us. We know 
we are walking the very streets 
He walked—finding rest where 
He found it. We are visiting the 
village which was dear to Him. 

And now, once more we follow the wind- 
ing road into Jerusalem, the scene of the last 
four We are about to reach the 
climax of our dream trip. 

Our lesson for March 6 is found in John 
13: 1-15 and is the beautiful story of Jesus 
washing the feet of His disciples. As every 
one knows, this took place at the conclusion 
of the Last Supper. The traditional site of 
this event is marked today by the Tomb of 
David (a Mohammedan property) and it is 
visited each year by many thousands of 
Christians. But interesting though it is, the 
background we seek is not available at the 
site. We must seek an ancient home in 
Jerusalem so that we may see exactly the 
surroundings which existed on that day 
nearly 2000 years ago. 

We do not walk far before we reach a 
home or an inn which in general outline and 
structure is probably a counterpart of the 
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lessons.

not awaken. The caravans, like 
the years, will pass by Bethany. 
loday the village of Bethany is 
known by the Arabic name of EI’ 
Azariyeh. About thirty families 
comprise the entire population, in 
spite of the fact that its location on 
the eastern slop of the Mount of 
Olives is an ideal one from many 
standpoints. In the time of Jesus 











the village probably was more 
prosperous and more thickly popu- 
lated, as it was a favorite retreat 
not only for the Saviour but also 
for many residents of Jerusalem. During 
the Mohammedan invasion much of the vil- 
lage was destroyed, but it is claimed by 
many that the home of Mary and Martha as 
well as the sepulchre of Lazarus are still

one our Lord and His disciples honored. 
Like all the ancient houses of the city, it is 
built of stone except for the beams. On the 
roof are the distinctive domes with which 
all Christians have been familiar since story- 
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book days. The entire structure encloses a 
courtyard which is the central meeting place 
for the family. 

The Last Supper was held in a room on 
the second floor which, in the house we are 
visiting, is reached by a stairway from the 
courtyard. Floors and ceiling of stone, worn 
smooth by centuries; an archway leading to 
the roof ;—as we gaze upon this room occu- 


The march to the seat of judgment has 
begun. In the time of Jesus the palace of 
Pilate was joined to a tower in the Temple 
area by an arch. Beneath the arch was a 
courtyard where prisoners were brought 
before the Governor. ‘Today the Temple 
has been replaced by the Mosque of Omar 
and the site of Pilate’s palace is occupied by 
an orphanage. The courtyard has become 
part of a thor- 
oughfare.

pied today by guests of the 
“goodman” who is our host, we 
can almost imagine time has been 
turned back to the day when “a 
man carrying a vessel of water” 
guided Peter and John to the 
scene of the Feast. 

At the conclusion of the Supper, 
according to custom, the Saviour 
and His disciples left the room 
where they had eaten and probably 

2 sat upon the roof, 
overlooking the city. 
This is the setting for 
the lesson of March 13, 
which is the story of Jesus 
comforting His disciples as 
told in John 14: 1-18. 

On our dream trip, the 
stone pavement of the roof is 
bathed in moonlight. The 
city lies at our feet, resting 
in the cool of the evening. On other roofs, 
many family groups can be seen, because the 
Feast of the Unleavened Bread has ended 
and the roof is the porch to a Palestinian 
family. The twelve listen while He com- 
forts them. And we read again those words 
of comfort and find in them a new signifi- 
cance. 

Now the supper is over. Night has fallen, 
and under the blazing stars of the East we 
follow in His steps across the city. When 
the hour is late we reach Gethsemane. The 
city sleeps. Into this very garden He went 
alone to pray and to suffer for the sins of the 
world. Probabiy there can be few greater 
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on this hallowed ground. 

Gethsemane today probably is somewhat 
smaller than the garden our Lord knew. The 
site however is absolutely authentic. Ancient 
olive and fig trees shadow its winding paths. 
It is a haven for the weary, a tiny bit of the 
earth’s surface made forever sacred. 

Dawn approaches, Shafts of yellow, violet, 
and red pierce the sky above the Mount of 
Olives. In our mind’s eye we see men with 
lanterns approaching. The disciples awake. 
Judas betrays Him. Peter, in anger, cuts off 
the right ear of the high priest’s servant.

we should visit Jerusalem in person, all 
these sites will be visited. The roads to all 
of them still remain as the roads described 
by the apostles. For part of the journey 
they are the same and whether we turn to 
right or left is of little importance. The 
fact that we have seen these things with our 
own eyes, and walked the same ground He 
once trod is sufhcient. We have lived fo 
awhile in the world as He knew it while 
He was on earth. 


The Day of Resurrection 


He is risen. What glory we find on this 
day that marks His resurrection, if we can 
but be in the land where He lived. Our 
lesson for Easter Sunday is the glorious 
story as told by St. John (John 20: 11-20), 
and in Jerusalem as in all Christendom it is 
a day of great rejoicing. Modern Jerusalem is 
unlike the Jerusalem of old on this occasion. 
Instead of a small band of followers hiding 
in obscure homes, thousands upon thousands 
lift up their voices in rejoicing. Christians 
from all over the world have traveled untold 
thousands of miles in order to be in the Holy 
City on this day, 

As in the case of Calvary the location of 
the tomb has not been authenticated. Each 
of the sites selected for Calvary includes 

a site for the sepulchre, and on Easter 
Sunday thousands of Christians will 
be worshipping His name at all of 
them.

trials, ‘problems, experiences; the folio is 
brief, a mere skeleton of the events record- 
ed. It remains for Leviticus. Numbers and 
Deuteronomy to fill in the details. 

The Chosen People are released from 
Egyptian bondage. The story of Moses’ 
early life is told. The Red Sea is crossed; 
Moses and Miriam sing; the tiresome jour- 
ney takes the vast army from Rephidim to 
a battle under Joshua’s leadership with the 
Amalekites; Jethro visits the desert camp; 
the Ten Commandments are given; Moses 
tarries in the mountain with the Lord forty 
days; when he comes down he is grieved to 
find that idolatry has swept Israel, a golden 
calf having been erected; he dashes the 
tables of stone to the ground; he inter- 
cedes once more for his people and God 
hears his prayers; in the mount God gives 
him the plan for building the Tabernacle in 
the wilderness; the book closes with the 
story of how Moses is assisted by two ex- 
pert artisans, Bezaleel and Aholib, in build- 
ing the tabernacle. 

Leviticus 

Exodus provides the simple outline. Le- 
viticus begins to fill in the details. It is an 
exceedingly technical book. Deep study is 
required to grasp its contents. To under- 
stand Jewish history; to understand the re- 
lation of Christianity to Judaism, Leviticus 
must be mastered. We are told, “Leviticus 
stands in the same relation to Exodus that 
the Epistles do to the Gospels.” It gives 
a detailed statement of the religious rites, 
ceremonies and forms of worship in ancient 
Israel. Its types have a strong bearing 
upon New Testament revelation and Chris- 
tian truth. God reveals Himself in symbols 
and types in the wilderness tabernacle. The 
book of Hebrews in the New Testament is a 
commentary on Leviticus. 

The scene is laid in the desert area of 
Sinai. “Holiness” is the dominant thought 
of the book; the word holiness appears 87 
times. “Ye shall be holy; for I (the Lord) 
am holy; neither shall ye defile yourselves.” 
Leviticus 11:44. 

The mountain peak of the book is the ex- 
planation of the Atonement. The whole 
Gospel story of the cleansing power of the 
blood is recorded here in types and ritual- 
ism. The cross shines out of its pages; 
the entire book points to Calvary and dis- 
closes the great plan of redemption. We 
read of the consecration of the priesthood, 
the laws of purification, the day of Atone- 
ment, (which Jews everywhere observe each 
year to this day) the laws of holiness, the 

redemption of vows and tithes, the meaning 
of sacrificial blood, ete. 
Numbers 

This book takes up the historical thread 
where Exodus drops it. Exodus leaves the 
children of Israel] at Sinai and the book of 
Numbers carries them on to the arrival of 
the nation at the edge of the promised land. 
It also supplies many desert details which 
are only suggested vaguely in Exodus. It 
covers approximtely 38 years of Israel’s his- 
tory. Numbers is profuse with details. For 
instance, the thirty-third chapter contains a 
complete list of Israel’s camping places 
from the time Israel left Egypt until the ar- 
rival on the plains of Moab. Moses knew he 


was making a profound impression on his- 
tory and he was careful about the written 
record which was to be left to posterity. 





His census reports are given; the book as 
a whole might be called “Moses’ diary.” 

Here we have a wealth of valuable mater- 
ial which is not given in any of the other 
books of Moses. We read of Aaron’s calf- 
worship, the journey from Sinai to Kadesh, 
the appointment of the college of seventy 
elders, (which was likely the beginning of 
the Jewish Sanhedrin) quails are sent, 
Miriam the sister of Moses is smitten with 
leprosy, her death is recorded, Aaron’s rod 
buds, Aaron dies on the slopes of Mount 
Hor, Moses smites the rock, the nest of 
fiery serpents, the flaming serpent of brass 
a type of the upraised Christ on the Cross, 
wars with giants! 

30ld Modernists attack this book. One 
such says, “Much that is here related of the 
age of Moses can be demonstrated to be un- 
historical.” Says another of the same ilk, 
“It is questionable whether so many people 
could, under the leadership of one man, act- 
ually subsist in the wilderness of Sinai for 
forty years.” 

As usual we find the “high-brows” gag- 
ging at the supernatural. Modernism dyna- 
mites the miracle. Let it be remembered 
that God was intervening in the affairs of 
Israel by supernatural power for the work- 
ing out of an eternal purpose. Thus, we 
are told of the cloud by day, the fire by 
night, the manna, the smitten rock and 
many other miraculous providences which 
frighten the Modernists out of their wits. 

Deuteronomy 

The word Deuteronomy means repetition. 
“He shall write him a copy of this law.”— 
Deuteronomy 17:18. This is a book of ret- 
rospect, looking back over a period of forty 
years. It is a summary, a recapitulation of 
God’s miraculous dealings with Israel be- 
tween Egypt and the promised land. It is 
Moses’ farewell record. He reviews the 
past, repeats the Ten Commandments to a 
new generation which had grown up in the 
wilderness, and lays down a system of stern 
discipline. The tone of the book is that of 
a father and legislator. Holiness and puri- 
ty is the ideal. It is a treatise of perfect 
unity as to literary construction. No doubt 
all but the last chapter was written just be- 
fore Moses’ death; the final portion telling 
of his departure may have been added by 
men of holy hands who labored near him, or 
the narrative may have been written pro- 
phetically by Moses himself, assuming that 
by divine revelation the experiences sur- 
rounding his death were made known to him 
ahead of time. 

There is no mistake as to who 
Deuteronomy for chapter 31, verse 9 says, 
“And Moses wrote this law.” 

Moses seeks to encourage and build up 
the courage of his people, for he knew full 
well what trying experiences were ahead of 
them. Many battles were yet to be fought 
and there is a military element in these

N the nature and history of mankind the 

issue and the evidence is very distinct 

and clear between Genesis and what 
passes for science and evolution. The ape- 
man idea has been overthrown even among 
leading evolutionists and they do not know 
what to think about the origin and nature 
of early man. Nevertheless they cling 
grimly to the theory of evolution, without 
knowing what their alleged evolution did 
about man, nor how it did it and they offer 
in a hazy way a history of early man that 
is in distinct contrast with the history of 
man that Genesis offers. 





There is in addition a great deal of evi- 
dence about early man from ancient his- 
tory, from language, from the distribution 


standpoints 
right 


of races, and from certain other 
which can show clearly which is 
Genesis or evolution. 

Human History According to Evolution 

According to the doctrine of evolution hu- 
man history must of necessity run back for 
hundreds and thousands and millions of 
years. Even a noted scholar like H. F. Os- 
born, who finally pronounces that man was 
definitely man from the beginning (though 
in some undefinable way being also derived 
from lower orders—how he reconciles these 
two concepts he does not say) believes in the 
immense antiquity of man. 

Whatever evolutionists believe about the 
alleged “half-men,’ Piltdown man, Java 
man, and so on, they finally get to certain 
races that they can agree on: Neanderthal 
man and Cro-Magnon man, and assert that 
these lived in Europe from, say, a hundred 
thousand years ago to twelve thousand 
years ago. They do not assert that Neand- 
erthal man was the ancestor of the Cro- 
Magnons or of modern men. They agree, 
however, that the Cro-Magnons were mag- 
nificent specimens of humanity, a superb 
race physically and with high mentality. 
They have also supposed men of supposed 
inter-glacial periods. As a matter of fact, 
much of the business impresses one as_ be- 
ing a string of “supposes” 

Here then modern anthropology offers us 
human history (though a very indefinite 
one) running back to twelve and fifty thou- 
sand years ago of finely formed intelligent 
men, plus an earlier history (very uncer- 
tain) of brute-men going back perhaps a 
half a million or a million years more. 

Human History According to tienesis 

Genesis offers a very different history. 
First is the creation of a perfectly formed 


pair, intelligent, and starting life under the 
direction of a benign Creator only a few 
thousand years ago. Genesis tells of the 


coming of sin and ruin, of degeneracy in 
merals and naturally, of form and mental- 
ity; it tells of a great world-ruin just about 
4,500 years ago, and the re-peopling of that 
ruined and reconstructed earth by the three 
sons of one Godly man, Noah. It gives the 
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region between the Persian Gulf and the 
Caucasus as the early home of the new race 
of men. 

These two sets of human history are very 
distinct: One gives man a recent history and 
starts him off (as the immediate descend- 
ents of Noah) finely formed, vigorous, in- 
telligent, and with the knowledge of an 
earlier civilization. It has the race begin 
also in one particular part of the globe 
rather than all over it at once. 

The contrasting history would begin thou- 
sands upon thousands of years ago, more or 
less, over all portions of the earth’s surface 
and show man gradually coming into a state 
of civilization from a condition of barbar- 
ism. The differences are so clear-cut that 
actual history can show without the shadow 
of a doubt which is right, Genesis or evolu- 
tion. Those who know anything about 
ancient history will need only one guess as 
to which kind of origin took place. 


A fine starting point in the history of 
modern anthropology is with the Cro-Mag- 
nons, since they were not brute-men, but a 
superb people. We have no occasion to 
deny their existence; we merely have the 
right to claim that, instead of living from 
twelve to fifty thousand years ago, they 
were carly descendents of Noah, who mi- 


grated into western Europe soon after the 
Deluge, and-were the probable ancestors of 
the Basques. 

Suppose they lived twelve thousand years 
ago: they then would have five or six or 
eight thousand years before the dawn of 
history to spread all over the earth and to 
develop a real civilization. Known history 
under such conditions would start in the 
mists of extreme antiquity and gradual- 
ly take form and present races would begin 
many thousands of years ago all over the 
earth. 

Instead of 
very clear in 


that, 
ancient 


we find several things 
history: 1. Ancient 
history did not start many thousands of 
years ago, but just about four thousand 
years ago—somewhat earlier among a few 
races, and later in others. 2. Men did not 
appear from over all the earth, but came 
from just the place, and the period, that 
Genesis indicates. 3. Men did not. start 
from barbarism, but as very distinct and 
very highly endowed peoples. 

All of these features are in absolute, di- 
rect harmony with Genesis and absolute, di- 
rect conflict with evolution. There is only 
one way that they could be harmonized with 
evolution: that would be to have the unin- 
telligent brute-born man of a half a million 


or more years ago survive glacial ages, 
sabre-toothed tiger and other vicissitudes 


until finally the superb Cro-Magnon stage 
would be reached. Then a_ magnificent, 
powerful, intelligent, well armed race of 
hunters would endure for many thousands 
of years, and being a hundred times as fit 
to war against nature as the unintelligent, 
unarmed brute-men who preceded them, 
they would nevertheless all perish from off 
the whote face of the earth about 5,000 
years ago, except a very few individuals in 
western Asia. Then those few (the others 
all perishing), and those few without the 
heritage of any real civilization, would sud- 
denly split up into a number of very dis- 


tinct, vigorous, highly endowed, civilized 
races! Oh, what stark, staring nonsense to 
put forth in the name of science! If it is

An Outline of the Evidence 
As to the place of the origin of modern 
races there can be no question: The Indo- 
European, or Aryan, races certainly came 
from the place Genesis suggests, one branch 


extending down into India, the other 
branches going up through Persia, Media, 


the Russian plains and into Europe. 

The Mongolian races started there. The 
Chinese have a Sumerian foundation of lan- 
guage and civilization. (See Lodge’s His- 
tory of Nations, or almost any other good 
history). Their first definite historical 
date is 2300 B. C. (circa) and the place, not 
in China, but just south of the Caspian Sea, 
which corresponds as perfectly as could be 
asked with Genesis in both time and place? 

The American native peoples are largely 
an offshoot of the Mongolians, with a little 
mixture of Polynesians and perhaps some 
European race, and so they must have come 
from western Asia when the Chinese did. 

The Malays and the Polynesians of the 
Pacific migrated through India only a very 
few thousand years ago. The Negroes came 
from Asia into Africa from the same place 
that the other races began, one branch go- 
ing through India and out into the Pacific 
Islands. The Semites certainly came from 
the district north of the Persian Gulf, and 
so did the olive colored races of Northern 
Africa 

As to the time, the facts are plain. The 
old idea of Egyptian and Assyrian history 
reaching back for thousands upon thousands 
of years has been broken down. This 
again is a case of where old views were op- 
posed to Genesis chronology, but where 
every change has been toward Genesis. 

Take, for example, that Chinese date, 
2300 B. C., and note the place. No one in 


honest reason could possibly believe that 
the Egyptians came from Shinar, say 4,000 
B. C., and that the Assyrians had a fine 


civilization at about the same date, and that 
the Mongolian race would stay with that 
civilization for a thousand years or more 
and then start their migrations as a small 
and distinct race. The races would HAVE 
to split off from one another when they be- 
gan to be races, and all at about the same 
time. That is perfectly clear. Otherwise 
as peoples increased and lived ccibetdies they 
would become a common race, not black, 
ruddy, brown and yellow races. If the 
Chinese broke off from the other races at 
about 2300 B. C., the other races must have 
split off from one another at just about 
the same time. 

To investigate the time of origin of these 
peoples quickly and easily take some such 
work as Lodge’s History of Nations and look 
up the history of the nations of antiquity. 
Two very distinct features will be found: 
First, actual time of origin is very uncer- 
tain, beginnings are in a mist, but there is 
no sign of great antiquity; Secondly, when 
chronology does clear a bit and become 
fairly distinct, the time in the original home 
of modern man (Assyria and Chaldea) is 
about 2100 to 2400 B. C. and among the oth- 
er nations, from 1500 B. C. to 2000 in round 
numbers. Egyptian history, for example, 
is very uncertain until about the time of the 
the Exodus of the children of Israel, and 
somewhat later. The dawn of Greek his- 
tory is about 1800 B. C. and that of the 
Latin peoples somewhat later. It would be 
folly, seeing the rapidity with which na- 
tions decay, to say that these races existed 
for thousands of years before these dates. 
The northern European races also appear, 
mainly in raids upon civilized peoples as 
the Seyths (Slavic peoples seemingly) and 
as the Gauls, or Celtic peoples, and as the 
Teutons, or Germanic tribes, at intervals 
through all history. Therefore all peoples 
seem to have a date of origin which fits 
Genesis and wale Genesis.

The author holds close to his subject and 
answers, under two headings, the question 
asked by the title. Part I is “The Answer 
of Natural Science”, while Part II com- 
prises “The Answer of Biblical Science”. 
The first section is divided into ten chap- 
ters while the second section makes up four 
chapters. Dr. Hooper is abundantly quali- 
fied to discuss this subject because of his 
general scientific knowledge. He served 
for 21 years in the Anatomical Department 
of the Medical Fac ulty of the University of 
Toronto. One closes this book with the 
feeling that all of modern scholarship is by 
no means on the side of evolution. He con- 
fesses, however, that while a university 
student he “narrowly escaped shipwreck”. 

One amazing feature of these pages is 
the remarkable manner in which the writer 
sums up and condenses wide areas into 
the fewest possible words, yet always re- 


taining the complete meaning. For in- 
stance, he gets the whole discussion of 
“The Transmutation of Species” into 13 


pages, and yet states the position held by 
the evolutionists on the subjects, offers his 
own logical objections. quotes 22 scientists 
and yet finds space to tell of the demol- 


ishing experiments of Gregor Mendel, the 
monk whose discoveries dynamited the 
“Transmutation” theory and proved the 
Genesis statement that each type of life 
reproduces “after his kind”. 

Part II is simply unexcelled. It deals 


with Scriptural evidences and contains one 
chapter on archaeology, which Dr.

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Hundreds of thousands of people are flee- 
ing from Russia. The guards at the border 
shoot them without mercy at every oppor- 
tunity. Those who escape kneel and kiss 
the ground. 

We are working near the so-called “Gate 
of Paradise.” We call it “The Gate of 
Hell”. It is the direct route to Moscow and 
many a Soviet official passes through in 
order to do his part in bringing about 
revolution. 

Missionary Antmanis informs us that the 
local priest in his community has been dis- 
tributing pamphlets against his work, 
pamphlets filled with slander. Neverthe- 
less, the Lord blesses, he says. Only re- 
cently two women from the Greek Ortho- 
dox and one from the Roman Catholic 
church were baptized, whereupon the priest 
raised a hue and cry against us the follow- 
ing Sunday, declaring that I was very rich 
and that the Society for which I was work- 
ing paid me $10.00 for every soul baptized. 
Some Englishman, so he said, was paying 
me and sending large amounts of money in 
order that [ might lead people astray. The 
English, he declared, wanted to found a 
colony and make the people their slaves. 
He forbade them attending our services, 
stating that if they did they could neither 
be married nor buried, nor have their chil- 
dren christened. But the people came in 
multitudes and listened with tears in their 
eyes to the message of salvation. It rained 
continuously and the roads were muddy. 
Several brethren were taken ill. The peo- 
ple walked great distances in order to at- 


tend. On dark nights they came carrying 
lanterns. The work is hard but the joy of

Threatening to commit 
suicide, he took his pistols, went outside and 
fired them, but only to frighten his wife. 
Returning in fierce anger he broke every- 
thing in the home and forbade his daught- 
ers attending his meetings. We prayed ear- 
nestly for him but he is still unsaved. Thus 
the Christians have to endure persecution, 
but they remain true. 

Missionary Silin reports the conversion of 
a young man who was a drunkard and a 
profligate. He had attended a meeting and 
commenced to read the Word of God. Be- 
fore long he was deeply convicted of his 
life of vice and crime and finally he surren- 
dered to Jesus Christ. 

Missionary Rozenberg reports many con- 
victed and several saved. Missionary Usis 
reports two baptized, a brother and a sis- 
ter. Missionary Zalitis tells of three souls 
convicted and many praying. One has al- 
ready been saved and is ready for baptism. 

Missionary Vizulis reports two souls 
saved, one a great drunkard, who since his 
conversion has been winning others. Also 
a little girl who had been deeply convicted 
is now happy in the Lord. 

And so, in spite of persecution and tribu- 
lation, our missionaries are bravely press- 
ing forward into the darkness and supersti- 
tion of Satan’s domain and winning: souls to 
Jesus Christ all along the Soviet Border.

It is 
our ideal for missionary work and is in perfect agree- 
ment with our article “‘What’s Wrong on the Mission 
Field?” Rev. Bufford’s statement follows.—O. J. S.) 

For some years it has been increasingly 
apparent to me that the ordinary methods 
of missionary work will never evangelize 
Spain. With the usual method each new 
station opened means additional expense for 
the rent of a hall, and the payment of a 
worker to be in charge of the church. It is 
very obvious that it would be impossible to 
open up work in this way in the 34,000 
towrs and villages in Spain, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, most of the missionary societies 
working in Spain have about the same num- 
ber of stations as they had 30 years ago. 


Our New Policy 

This led us to wonder if there is not some 
better method by which there may be no 
limit to the extension of the work, and we 
have come to the conclusion, after a very 
careful study of apostolic methods, that 
there is nothing in Scripture to warrant 
the permanent settlement of a missionary 
or native worker, paid by foreign funds, in 
one particular place, devoting practically all 
his time and energies to one little group of 
believers; rather we feel that the work of 
the paid whole-time worker should be evan- 
gelistic, seeking to preach the Gospel where 
it has not been preached before, and to raise 
up little groups of Christians who will be 
self-supporting and self-propagating. Al- 
ready we have 14 such churches in exist- 
ence. 


Practically every Mission is finding fin- 
ancial conditions increasingly difficult, and 
this is another motive for seeking to adopt 
some other method. One Missionary So- 
ciety working in Spain, was obliged to make 
a big cut in its grant a few years ago, and, 
as a consequence, workers were dismissed 
and stations closed down. Now we hear 
that there is a further 50 per cent cut in the 
grant which will logically mean a further 
curtailment of the work. By the new meth- 
od outlined, the opening up of new stations 
will be independent of foreign help, and if 
the Mission closed down entirely the work 
would still go on. In fact, we hope that the 
new plan will be so successful that in course 
of time there will be no need for the Span- 
ish Gospel Mission to carry on. This is the 
ideal we are aiming at, and the day that 
the Spanish Gospel Mission disappears be- 
cause the native churches are able to evan- 
gelize Spain by themselves, will be the very 
crown of our life’s work.

to see the way they are growing in Grace, 
and in the knowledge of God. Every day 
we commence with a devotional hour, and it 
would do your heart good to feel the warm 
spiritual atmosphere and to hear the ardent 
prayers of the young students. We believe 
God is going to do great things for them 
through them, and we would ask you to be 
much in prayer on their behalf. Every 
week-end they go out to different towns 
and villages, and God is blessing their tes- 
timony. For some time now special bless- 
ing has been experienced in Vilches, though 
there have been no definite conversions. On 
the 22nd of this month, however. the young 
men came back full of joy; twelve a 
had publicly accepted Christ as their Sav- 
iour. 


Large Audiences 

An extensive campaign has taken place 
in different towns of Heusca with the re- 
sult that a very large number of people 
have heard the Gospel. In Laguarres, D. 
Francisco Garcia, of the Valdepenas Mis- 
sion, addressed a large audience in the pub- 
lic square, speaking from a balcony. Later, 
visits were paid to Benabarre where the 
Word was preached amidst manifest tokens 
of sympathy and enthusiasm; in Capella 
and in Lascuarre meetings were again held 
in the open-air. In Graus about 800 per- 
sons filled the theater and listened with in- 
creasing interest to the message. In Mon- 
zon a meeting was also held in the theater 
which was largely attended and at the close 
D. Francisco was warmly applauded. There 
have been many requests for other similar 
meetings to be held. In all these meetings 
a very large number of tracts have been 
distributed. 


Terrible Persecution 

Terrible persecution that has broken out 
in Las Navas, not so much from the Roman- 
ists, though that has not lessened, but from 
the Atheistic element. Since the Republic 
was declared this was increased very much, 
and they are against all forms of religion. 
One of the believers, an old man more than 
70 years old, with his wife, have had to suf- 
fer very much, not only from those outside 
but from one of their sons, who many years 
ago professed conversion but has now gone 
completely back, and is continually insult- 
ing them. Another sister who was recent- 
ly baptised has had to suffer very much 
from her family, and her grown-up chil- 
dren are continually going on at her to try 
to keep her from coming to the meetings. 
They told her that she was the dishonour of 
her family, but she replied that if it was a 
dishonour for them that she was following 
the Lord, she considered it a very honour- 
able thing, and with the help of the Lord 
would follow Him until her death, and that 
they could not turn her. 


Baptismal Services 

You will rejoice to know that in a num- 
ber of stations we have had the privilege of 
holding baptismal services, and since the 
beginning of the year 67 ge been admit- 
ted to membe wrship in this way, most of 
them the fruit of last year’s evangelistic 
work. It has been a great joy to us to see 
how a great many of those who professed 
conversion a year ago not only are standing 
firm, but are giving a really ‘splendid testi- 
mony.

Ah! now they are singing together, Mrs. 
Hooper’s voice leading, bravely:

Perhaps fifty have come to see 
him off. As the train pulls in we sing, 

“Anywhere with Jesus I can safely go; 

Anywhere He leads me in this world below 

And as we sing the doctor shakes hands 
and says his last goodbye. 

A moment later and he is standing on the 
steps. The train begins to move. I glance 
at Mrs. Hooper to see if she can bear the 
ordeal. Hearts break. Strong men weep. 
Lips are tight pressed and fingers clenched. 
Everywhere handkerchiefs are in use, for 
few eyes are dry. I run along by the train 
that is bearing my old friend, and comrade, 
far, far away, and I am the last to grasp 
his hand. 

“Tell it out! Tell it out!” I hear him eall, 
as he fades from view. They are his last 
words. He is gone! O, God! what a sacri- 
fice! 

We look at each other, and try to speak, 
but a great lump rises in our throats. 
Dazed, we turn, and slowly climb the steps. 
As Mrs. Hooper comes along, I stop, and try 
to say something, but the lump chokes me, 
the scalding tears burst forth, and I quick- 
ly get into my car.... 

It is now the day after, but I seem to be 
walking in a dream. What is there, I ask, 
in life after all? What is fame, wealth, 
comfort, in comparison to what the doctor 
has done! Never has he preached a great- 
er sermon. Never have I known a man so 
wholly sanctified in heart, and life. To 
Him Christ alone suffices. 


Were he a young man, it would be differ- 
ent, but he is already in his late fifties. 
Were he alone it would not be unusual, but 
he has already given a daughter, and now 
he leaves a wife, and two sons in Toronto. 

Where has he gone, you ask? To Abys- 
sinia, in East Africa; there to lay down his 
life, if need be, for Jesus Christ. But, oh, 
what a reward will be his!
